Commission to Meet Soon. 


With the announcement of the ap- 
pointment of the American members 
of’ the commission, it is expected that 
the Mexican members will start for this 
country. immediately. Both Govern- 
ments are understood to be eager to 


proceed with the work of the commis- 
Sion, ‘as soon as possible, and Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, Mexican Ambassador-desig- 
nate, ‘has been instructed to ‘arrange de- 
tails of the time and place for the ses- 
sions of the convention with Secretary 
Lansing.

The Mexican Resolution. 

The resolution, which Federation lead- 
ers said represented the exact attitude 
of 20,000,000.

Second—The only money raised by Amer- 
ican Catholics to aid Mexicans in Aheir 
preaent sad plight wes raised and expended 
for charitable purposes, to wit: The relief 
of the refugees, the establishment of a 
seminary for Mexican ecclesiastical stu- 
dents in Castroville, Texas, transportation 
and appeals for further charity. 

Third—At no time and under no circum- 
stances have the exiled Archbishops and 
Bishops asked their fellow-Catholics in the 
United States to aid in revolutionary move- 
ments or to agitate for the bringing about 
of American intervention, 

Fourth—What the Catholics of the United 
States ask in connection with Mexico is 

\that, whatever form of Goverriment be 
established in. Mexico, with the ald and 
friendship. of our own country, it shall 
grant and guarantee liberty of conscience 
and freedom of worship as they exist in 
our United States and which are denied In 
Mexico by unjust laws.

FAILED TO FLOAT IT HERE 


Panama.-Official Admits Concession 
to Spaniard, but Asserts That 
He Failed. to Meet the Terms. ~

HAVANA, Aug. 22.—It is learned here ; 
that a German named Dr. Paul Albrecht : 
is cotmected ‘with the tract of San Blas ; 
Indian land in Panama which Washing- ; 
ton. hears is intended for Japanese col- 
onizatiohn, Dr. Albrecht organized in 
Panama ‘what was termed the Quick 
Exchange Company, and operated in 
Panama, trying to float this same San 
Blas Indian tract in the United States. 

Albrecht left Panama suddenly and 
opened offices in New Orleans, where 
he was connected’ with another German ; 
named Neumann, and organized what 
was termed the Pan-American Estate 
and Planting Company, obtaining 
charter at’ Wilmington, Del., and sell 
considerable stock. 

The Spaniard, Fernandez; in whose 
name the concession was obtained, got 
in. touch with Albrecht and the latter 
came to Havana, where the two reached 
an agreement whereby Fernandez. was 
+o return to Pananmia and obtain the 
concession. After obtaining the conces- 
sion fruitless efforts were made to float 
the. scheme in the United States, but 
finally, it is reported, Fernandez ‘inter- 
ested capital in Havana, which -sup- 


The. papers incorporating the Pan- 
American: Estate and Planting Com- 
pany, to.which Fernandez transferred 
the concession, wére drawn at Wilming-/ 
tot dn. Avg. 23. 101%, filed and recorded 
at. Panama on March 12, 1914, and. ap- 
proved by José Maria Fernandez, Gov- 
ernor of Panama Province, om Aug. 9, 
1915. This was approved by Hector 
Valdez, Sub-Secretary of Government 
anti Justice, on the same date. Hector 
Valdes is a _ cousin of the President- 
elect. 

President-elect Valdes of Panama. now 
denies any knowledge of Japanese inter- 
est in the conceasion to Fernandez, and 
hig secretary issued a statemment today 
saying Valdes never knew that the land 
in question had been granted for colon- 
ization by, Japanese. 

“Dr. Vaides nas nad absolutely noth- 
ing ta do with the concession referred 
to,” said his secretary. ‘‘Some time 


last year, \while passing through this 
city from Colon to Washington, he was 
introduced to a certain Mr. Fernandez, 
evidently the person alluded to in the 
cables, who merely wanted some in- 
formation about general conditions in 
Panama before going to the Isthmus. 
He was consulted simply because he was 
a citizen of Panama, and therefore apt 
to know the laws and conditions there. 
‘On the other hand, you will easily 
understand how absurd it really is to 
imagine that any Panama Government 
would venture to make a land conces- 
sion for the purpose mentioned in the 
cables and in the circumstances stated, 
when. it is obvious that it. would in- 
evitably meet with just and logical 
oprgerce in United States Government 
cles. As a matter of os Dr. Valdez 
doubts very much that. t concession 
is intended for the Ja neve: Dr. 
Belisario Porras, the present President 
of Panama, is too keen-sighted, able 
and tactful a statesman to have made 
any coricmagieers of the nature of the 
one reported, and it would be impossible 
to nd in Panama a. Government 
eapable of committing such a blunder 
as the one mentioned in the cables.”

Grant Made to Spaniard, but Deal 
Failed, Says Lefevre.

‘* An\ eight-hour day may be approved 
by soclety for politicians, but we farm- 
ers, o are employers and producers, 
cannot work on any such basis and pro- 
duce sufficient crops.’’ 

Still another message from a Western 
farmer says:

Emberson, Chairman of 
the Farmers and Merchants’ Co-opera- 
tive Association of Oklahoma, sent this 
message to the White House: 

“As Chairman of the Farmers and 
Merchants’ ‘Co-operative Association of 
Oklahoma, I have been requésted to in- 
form ‘you we are strongly in favor of 
maintaining the principle of arbitration 
ijn the present labor difficulties. The 
organizations you are in conference with 
are, of course, anxious for the railroads 
to grant them ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work.

‘** Resolved, That, while agolasding

RAILWAYS WIDELY OWNED. 


C. H. Markham Offers Figures to 
Refute Statement of Unions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—In reply to 
the statement of the brotherhoods, made 
yesterday in New York, that al the 
railroad executives now in conference 
in New York were controlled by a few 
financiers in Wall Street, C. H. Mark- 
ham, President of the Iilinois Central 
Railroad, issued a statement tonight in 
which he said: 

**Some of the newspapers today pub- 
lished a statement igsued* by the 
brotherhoods seeking to show that the 
railroads of the United States are 
owned by a few large holders of their 
securities instead of by hundreds of 
tuousands of small investors. This is a 
marked instance of inaccurate general- 
ization. lt isi stated that ‘to a very 
considerable extent the stock of. the 
American railroads is owned by the 
railroads themselves,’ and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad is mentioned as the 


owner of stock in several hundred sub- 


sidiary companies and other railroads. 
This ig true and in the total of 000 
stockholders shown by the reports of the 
railways to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for 1914, there are undoubt- 
edly many duplications of this kind, 
which, however, do not affect the result 
any great extent, 

“Investigation made by the Railways 
Executive Advisory Committee show 
that in the returns for 1915 most of 
these duplications are shown, and it is 
possible to ascertain to what extent 
railway stock is held by railway com- 
panies and by the public. In 1916 the 
total capital stock of $8,638,000,000 was 
held by 626,122 stockholders, with an 
"average holding of $13,706 each. 

‘* For all roads with gross earnings of 
over $1,000,000 the commissivn has re- 
quired a report in each case of the 
names and holdings of the Naf moe oogs 
est stockholders, which will include in 
most cases the intereo rate holdings. 
Of the 608,318 stockholders in roads of 
this class, 688 are found to be railway 
corporations, peeo de, 607,630, most of 
whom are individuals, with an average 
holding of $9,882 par value each. While 
this number endoubtedly contains in- 
dividuals who own stock in more than 
one railroad, it also includes those who 
hold in one name stock in a single rail- 
way for the uccounts of several differ- 
ent persons. Also stock frequently 
stands in the name of an executor or 


trustee for the benefit of a number of. 


individuals. 

“Instead of railway stock being held 
by a comparatively few persons in Wall 
Street, as is often claimed, the bulk of 
such securities are held by small in- 
vestors, outnumbering the members of 
the train service brotherhoods who are 
now threatening to tie up the roads by 
two to one. The stock of the Pennsyl- 
vania, for example, is owned by about 
93,000 stockholders, and that of the 
Santa Fé by over 42,000. Even the Iili- 
nojs Central, one of the smaller lines, 
has about 11,000. The Directors and of- 
ficers of the railroads do not own them; 
they are merely the Trustees and serv- 
ants of the people who have invested 
their’ savings in the transportation 
service.

Candidate’s Tour of California 

Fails to'Heal Breach Between - 
the Old Guard and Moose. 


PROGRESSIVE: LEADERS SHY 
° ESS 0 ss ; 
More Than Ever Embittered by Re- 
publican Domination of Campaign 
‘Hughes Addresses Big 
Sacramento Meeting.

SACRAMENTO, Cal, Aug. 22.— 
Charle@ E. Hughes headed eastward 
late tonight to obtain, in the compara~- 
tive quietude of Reno, Nev., a divorce 
from the turbulent political conditions 
which he faced in California, the hotbed 
of Progressivism. Among the last to 
bid him farewell were the Republican 
Old Guard leaders, National Committee- 
man Crocker and State Chaifman Kees- 
ling, who have made their headquarters 
on the nominee's train ever since he ar- 
rived in San Francisco last Friday. The 
chieftains of the Progressive Party, 
Governor Hiram Johnson, candidate for 
United States Senator, and Chester H. 
Rowell were conspicuous by their ab- 

sence. 

Mr. Hughes was pleased’with the cor- 
dial receptions he received at towns in 
the San Joaquin Valley, where he spoke 
to large crowds today on his way here. 
He appealed for the support of all 
Progressives and Republicans as a 
leader who advocated progressive doc- 
trines, and he showed favor to neither 
of the factions in the State by his 
utterances. 

In his address ‘here tonight, speaking 
to a big audience, Mr. Hughes answered 
the criticism based on the fact that in 
San Francisco last Saturday he attended 
a luncheon at the Commercial Club 
which was served by non-union waiters. 
Leaders in the Democratic: party here 
have made much capital of that event. 
Reading from The Legislative News, 
published in Albany, N. Y., in 1910, 
which, he said, he understood to be the 
official organ of organized labor in that 
city, he presented this picture before 
the voters: 

‘“*Now that Governor Hughes has re- 
tired from politics and ascended to a 
place on the highest judicial tribunal in 
the world, the fact can be acknowl- 
edged, without hurting anybody's polit-

THE IMMIGRATION ° BILL. 

The bill for the restriction of tmmt- 
gration by imposing a literacy test has 
been vetoed by both Republican and 
Democratic Presidents. It was put in 
the way. of veto again ‘by, a com- 
bination of Republican and Demo- 
cratic votes, so the President said 
yesterday; and the warning served 
to postpone consideration of the. bill 
until the next session of Congress. 
Therefore there is nothing partisan 
about ‘the proposal. Jt is rather in- 
dustrial and e¢onomie in its origin and 
application. It is not necessary to try 
it for a year, and to repeal it if we do 
not éke it. We have had experience of 
restriction for two years, and the re- 
sult is known. It is agreeable to a 
considerable number of wage é¢arners, 
and objectionable to many ‘consumiers 
and employers: No other single cause 
is so productive of shortage of. labor, 
rise of wages, and uncontrollable cost 
of ‘living as, the abt pa of immi- 
station. 

For the two years before the war the 
wexeess of. arrivals. over . departures 
averaged 60,000 each month. .. The 
movement was full, but not abnormal, 


depression. In the following year, end- 
ing with June, 1915, there: was an 
average inward movement of aliens of 
about 10,000 monthly. For the ten 
months ending with April; 1916; the 
average was under 9,000, and increas- 
ing. Estimating the year’s arrivals at 
140,000, the total for two years since 
the war ,will be about 257,000. Thus 
there is a shortage in labor arrivals of 
not far from a million, The shortage 
is greater than that if allowance is 
made for the usual stimulation of ar- 
rivals by such -Industrial ‘activity as 
now prevails. 

It is not likely that even the addition 
of a million immigrants would break 
such a labor market as that now exist- 
ing.

THE THANKLESS MAINE FARMERS 

Secretary McApoo went to Maine to 
give information regarding the: benefits 
to farmers through the Administra- 
tion’s rural credit law, He will leave 
Maine with information. that the 
farmers in that region are in greater 
need of short credits than (of . long 
loans. A better title system to make 
loans easier at current rates was an- 
other necessity in Maine; the Secretary 
was told. Secretary MCApDoo had noth- 
ing to offer on those heads, and suf- 
fered the humiliation of hearing that 
the tour of the country during the 
campaign was open to the construction 
of political rather than financial 
motive. 

‘It is likely that the Maine farmers 
are better judges of their own interests 
than of the needs of the Western 
farmers. The Western press now car- 
ries advertisements offering twenty- 
year loans at 6 per cent., upon pay- 
ment also of 5 per cent. upon account 
of principal. Thus $3,260 would pay 
both interest and principal at maturity 
on a $2,000-loan. The annual pay- 
ments fall from $220 in the first year 
to $106 in the last year, and the privi- 
lege is. given of anticipating payments 
on, the principal and thus reducing the 
interest account. The money ts offered 
by an Insurance company, which 
allows no commission or brokerage of 
any sort, and there. are no require- 
ments of investment, or guarantee of 
other borrowers, as in the Govern- 
ment’s scheme, 

It is a nice question whether the 
insurance company’s plan -or the Gov- 
ernment’s. would .be more favored by 
borrowers. If the farmers show decided 
preference for the Government scheme, 
there will be a corresponding displace- 
ment of capital through the competition 
of tax funds with private capital. Farm 
loans total about three billions, and the 
supply of funds just now is larger 
than the supply of mortgages. The 
farmers are flush with their extraordl- 
nery prosperity, and there Js a class of 
investors seeking securities which will 
be unaffected by the changes to follow 
the ending of the war. Into the market 
thus nicely adjusted there come 
millions of Government funds, with 
exemption from taxation, and offering 
to farmers privileges not .offered to 
equally deserving borrowers. For ex- 
ample, more farmers own their homes 
than city dwellers, but no aid is offered 
to the latter. “It fe an interesting 
experiment, and the Secretary is likeiy 
to have other like experiences. before

The- phrase became a symbol, a creed. 
They did not pass. But certain war 
critics .doubted. They had been told 
in Paris that Verdun was of no mili- 
tary value to the French, whose army 
would have surrendered it had it. not 
been for. the politicians’ fear of the 
anger of the people. It took a secret 
session of the Senate to lay that phan- 
tom. Now another has materialized. 
After seven weeks Germany is saying 
of the Somme: “ They shall not pass.”

With 
Bapaume and Péronne in the Allies’ 
hands the Germans must retreat from 


their front encircling Noyon, ‘With the 


loss of Douai, Cambral, and St. Quen- 
tin they must give up Champagne. 
There are no such’ key-positions at 
Verdun. The operations at Verdun are 
local in: effect. Those on the Somme 
are general, far-reaching. 

At Verdun, in over five months, the 
Germans have occupied 120 square 
miles of territory, pierced. a twelve: 
mile front to a depth of five miles, and 
have captured two of the nineteen per- 
manent positions of the enemy. To da 
this they have lost 500,000 men, They 
have attained none of their objectives. 

In sevén weeks on the Somme the 
Allies havé occupied seventy square 
miles of territory, pierced a twenty- 
six-mile .front to a depth of etght 
miles, and threaten the most vital 
bases on the western front. They have 
done this with a smaller loss of men, 
for there is no comparison between the 
preparatory artillery assault on Ver- 
dun and that on the Somme—no com- 
parison between the killing capacity 
of thelr respective defenses. 

The offensive at Verdun has long 
since reached {ts maximum, and. the 
side door to Metz. across the Woevre 
still remains open. The silent guns at 
cover the forts 
of the great Lorraine stronghold. The 
offensive on the Somme goes on.

These materials went into finished 
goods, the shipment of which raised our 
exports to the unprecedented sum of 
$4,888,698,000, and was distinctly to the 
advantage of the people of the United 
States. And this outward movement 
has made the export trade of Maine's 
chief port the greatest it has \ever 
known,

When fhe first pioneers came that way they 
found Ish-ka-ta-ba a little unsuited to theif 
tongues, so they said Sleepy Eye which 
means the same thing.. Perhaps. you, like 
many of-us out here, would -prefer the Indian 
name, but custom has made Sleepy Eye a 
permanent fixture, I presume, just as it hes 
Bald Eagle, _ Blue’ Earth, Bow String. ‘Good, 
Thunder, ‘and Long Prairie: We still usé, the 
two capitals in our. spelling here, “Gespite-an 
unr tic Gover t's effort’ to condense 
the names of all towns to one word. I juuch 
prefer Sleepy Eye to ‘Sleepyeye,. don’t you? 
Or Geod Thunder to.Goodthunder?

;HONEST. GOODS ESSENTIAL 


W. 8. McNair Says the United 
States Has Suffered Because 
of Cheap, Wares. | 


The time is now opportune for the 
furniture mariufacturers of the United 
States to commence definite and positive 
movements toward establishing trade in 
the Latin-American countries, according 
to W. G.:MeNair, who is stopping at 
the Biltmore after a six months’ stay 
in South America in the interests of 
thirty American companies as their di- 
rect representative. | After a short. time 
in the city he will return for another 
period of -six months in an effort to 
build up an American furniture trade. 
_‘* Furniture manufacturers of the 
United States: will probably never have 
another such opportunity to gain a foot- 
hold south of the Panama Canal as they 
have today,”’ said Mr. McNair. ‘‘ Eng- 
land, Germany, France, Italy and Aus- 
tria—the countries which have developed 
the furniture business in South America 
—are out of the running for the time 
being, but the moment.there is a favor- 
able opportunity to pick up the fallen 
threads of their export business they 
will go to it with all their powers. The 
first. three-named countries, especially, 
have ‘done ‘a fine ' business. there for 
many years, and will not want to lose it. 
And they will not lose it unless we wake 
up soon and get busy. France is the 
only country that is doing any .consid- 
erable business there now, and every 
store in Rio, that magnificent second 
Paris, carries French made furniture, 

‘“‘“With but few exceptions the com- 
panies from all those countries that 


jsend furniture to South America send 


inferior goods—correct in design, per- 
haps, but flimsy as to workmanship. 
One rarely sees such quality furniture 
in any South American city as is made 
in Grand Rapids. The people are anx- 
ious to trade with us provided we meet 
them’ half way.* Just now there is a 
pretty. strong prejudice against us, and 
it is our own fault. Not a few unscru- 
pulous commission men and brokers, 
principally in New York, have done us 
untold injury in a business way in the 
South. Hundreds of t.mes certain goods 
have been ordered from the South 
American cities, and what has been sent 
them was far from the correct thing— 
flimsy, poorly built, and more poorly 
finished ‘work—with the result that their 
opinion of us as honest business deal- 
ers is not the highest. Many of these 
commission men are interested only 
to the extent of their commissions, 
and instead of sending good furniture 


South, they havé sold tnese cheap goods 
at exorbitant prices: Many ers, too, 
have been unwilling to provide the es- 
pecially made furniture which is re- 
quired in the tropics.

BOSTON, Aug. 22,—-A creditors’ peti- 
tion for a receiver for the Boston & 
Maine Railroad was filed in the United 
States District Court here today, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Presi- 
dent James H. Hustis of the road. This 
atatement followed an announcement by 
the Directors that it was inexpedient to 
attempt further renewal of the $13,500,- 
000 hotes falling due’ Aug. $1. 

The action asking for a receiversh 
was taken by the Intercontinental Rub. 

Company of New Jersey, which holds 
a note of the road for $51,000, and with 
the. consent. of the Directors of the 
Boston & Maine, it is understood. No 
official statement on this phase of the 
matter could be obtained, but one of the 
Directors said it was a friendly pro- 
ceeding intended to simplify the task of 
straightening out the road’s financial 
tangle. . 

The Board of Directors, which for two 
years has béen trying to effect a re- 
organization of the system, was in ses- 
sion today to-consider its procedure in 
‘connection. with $13,600,000 of indebted- 
ness falling due on Aug. 81. Most of 
these obligations had been extended 
from time to, time while awaiting the 
outcome of plans for reorganization. 


After a long meeting ‘the Directors de- |} 


cided they had “* reached the end of their 
rope,”’ in the words of one of their num- 
ber, and jesagd the following statement 
through Président J, H. Hustis: 

In ~ opinion of the Directors of the 
Boston aine Railroad, it is inex- 
pedient et attempt a further renewal 
of the notes falling due Aug. 31. A 
creditors’ petition for a receiver has 
beén filed in the United States District 
Court, and in due time the Boston & 
Maine will file its answer thereto.’ 

This answer, it was intimated tonight, 
would be made within the week. 
Whether any incident action would de- 
velop meantime wag uncertain, although 
indications were not lacking tonight 
that certain of the leased lines interests 
had vapeaty decided to contest a pro- 
posal of receivership 

These leased iimes. notably the Con- 
cord & Montreal and the Connecticut 
River Rallroads, have strongly 
opposed to a plan for reorganization, to 
which most of the other elements in the 
Boston & Maine system had assented. 
This plan would have made the s 
tem a single corporate entity, wiping 
out existing rental charges, some 0o 
which are claimed to ex ive. 
Under a receivership, such lea may 
be broken by order of the court.
